circle.*, died late Tuesday at his home 
807 East Ninth street, after an illness 
of a year. 


A life long resident of Little Rock, 


he next month would have celebrated 
the sixty-fifth anniversary of his en- 
trance into Masonry, In which he re- 
ceived more honors than any other 
man in the history of the order. 


His crowning honor was that of poet 


laureate of Freemasonry, which was 
bestowed upon him October 5, 1908, 


: shortly before his sixty-first birthday 


in Chicago. He was the third. man to 
benr this title, Robert Burns having 
received it in 1787, and Robert Mor- 
ris of Kentucky in 1884. 


Mr. Hempstcad joined the Masons 


in 1869, at the age of 22, and in the 
ensuing 64 years devoted hts life un- 
ceasingly to Masonic work. 


. For 53 years he scored, jp^'qraiyi sec- 
rctary "of '"the Grand Lodge 'of Ar- 
kansas, celebrating his golden jubilee 
fts such in 1931. For 44 years he served 
as local lodge secretary, for 34 years 
a;; local

22 years as local commandcry re- 


Hlfihliffbls of His Career 


His death yesterday brought to a 


close an illustrious Masonic career, 
which contained the following high- 
lights:

dor, Robci-l W. Bingham, and Iho Chi- 
nese minister here, at the latlcr's in- 
vitalion. 


In American quarters it was said 


Mr. Bingham was simply the listener 
at the parley. He had nothing to say 
afterward, but it was indicated that 
the Shincse envoy wanted to explain 
the Chinese viewpoint. No proposals 
are being made on behalf of the Wash- 
inglon government. 


Sir John Simon, British foreign sec- 


relary, planned a statement to the 
House of Commons Wednesday. This 
was not expcclcd to be of a startling 
nature since Great Britain is determ- 
ined to exercise extreme caution. In- 
dependent inquiries were made by 
Britain to Tokio Monday. 


The Japenesc declaration, issued 


April 17 by a Foreign Office spokes- 
nan, 
is described here "obviously in 


lirect conflict with the nine-power 
realy" regarding help lo China. Bril- 
ain. however, is "nol going lo fly off 
Ihe handle," it was said. 


The official silence of Washington 


about Ihe Japanese declaration was 
regarded as evidence of a change in 
American policy. Some British ob- 
servers believed the unofficial treat- 
ment given the Nipponese manifesto 
in America aggravated the .situation. 
There have been no Anglo-American 
talks in London regarding the Japa- 
nese situation.

Parents Need to Guide Adolescent 


Children. 


Probably 
the 
most 
discouraging 


epoch in the life of a child, to the 
mother, is the time of adolescence. 


And not only to the mother, but to 


the child him or herself. Also it is 
the most difficult for writers on train- 
ing becaues each growing child now 
becomes an individual with a venge- 
ance and no blanket rule of handling 
can be applied. 


Moreover, there is a difference of 


opinion about freedom during these 
years. We read one day that we keep 
our children babies to long and de- 
prive them of responsibility at an 
age when they should be learning to 
stand on their own feet. The next 
day we hear some master mind de- 
claring that children during adoles- 
cence need more protection than ever, 
because they have no judgment and 
may pay too bitter a price for exper- 
ience.

I am on moth sides, but I incline to- 
ward the latter. 


A Romantic Period 


During the fourteenth and fifteenth 


years especially, and even the thir- 
teenth and sxiteenth. depending on 
the boy or girl and their adult out- 
look, I think it necessary for mother 
and dad to be right on the job. 


This does not mean that our chil- 


dren are, not.to. be trusted, but they 
are likely to get confused. These are 
beautiful years when the world un- 
folds its doors to a new fairyland. 
The flowers arc of a deeper, and more 
bewitching beauty, the mon one long 
shudder of delight; even a street car 
or a fence can glow with rosy rom- 
ance. Look back and sigh for those 
lovely lost years and then try to real- 
ize that your boy or your girl is going 
through the same thing. 


Therefore, we do not want them dis- 


illusioned or bitter. Nothing should 
spoil the emotional beauty of this 
time. 


One thing that will spoil it com- 


pletely for any girl is to tell her con- 
stantly that boys are not to be trust- 
ed. While it is true that some are 
not, I think one of the finest persons 
in the world is this very youth who 
is so cock-sure of himself and who 
springs surprises on us every day by 
his vagaries and comedies. As far as 
that goes, we could tell him that some 
girls are not to be trusted either. 


We parents have two jobs to do. 


One is to keep youth's faith in youth, 
the other ia to be entirely aware of 
the company these 
children 
keep, 


where they are and how they spend 
their time. 


What Parents Can Do. 


It is not wise to immure a girl away 


from boys for too long. Such a plan 
has failed i/i too many ways. The 
'crowd" well-chosen and chaperoned 
(yes, chaperoned) is the best answer 
that I know. Plenty of parties in 
homes, mothers and fathers entering 
into the "crowd" spirit and learning 
to know the friends of these children. 


There will be some trouble, of 


course. Tine and again they will pro- 
test. Each day there will be a new 
problem to face. You will have to be 
very cheerful, very sympathetic, but 
firm. 


Social and sex facts should be told 


to girls by their mothers and to boys 
by their fathers, and warnings are 
necessary; but to harangue on the 
subject forever may set distrust or 
resentment and in that way lies dan- 
ger of another kind. 


To keep the adolscent child happy 


and busily interested in something is 
very helpful. Hobbies should be en- 
couraged and shared.
